The Reagan administration 
allocated $157 million today to 
send a team of 50 religious 
advisers to the _ troubled 
Central American nation of El 
Salvador. The advisers consist 
of experienced exorcists,. 
several charismatic evangelists, 
two faith healers, and one 
snake charmer. 

The decision to dispatch a 
crack team of spiritual 
troubleshooters was made by 
acting Secretary of State for 
Latin American affairs John 
A. Bushnell. Bushnell con- 
ceived of the plan during a 
week-long conference attended 
by the Rev. Jerry Falwell of 
Moral Majority and Rev. Pat 
Robertson of the 700 Club. 

“Actually, it was only a six- 

. day meeting,’ the acting 


Secretary commented. ‘‘We 
took Sunday off to watch the 
hockey and basketball games.”’ 

State Department specialists 
say the decision to send 
exorcists to El Salvador was 
based upon the perception that 
Marxism and Satanism are 
essentially the same thing. The 
Reagan administration will 
continue to supply financial 
and military aid to the right 
wing junta.

exorcists would get to the very 
root of the problem. 

Bushnell explained his 
position succinctly on NBC’s 
“‘Meet the Press.’’ ‘‘Military 
aid is fine.

Meanwhile, the corporations 
and business community of the 
southwest are making 
preparations to handle the 
crisis. In Houston, realtors are 
Organizing low-cost  in- 
troductory courses on the 
folkways of the American 
west. In Dallas, members of 
the agricultural industry are 
buying up vast stretches of 
farmland devastated by the 
drought and offering the 
displaced Canadians work -as 
tenant farmers and migrant 
fruit pickers. 

Meanwhile, in New York

very impressed,’’ said Koch. 
“T think we’re going to see a 
great boost in the city’s morale 
if we make this move. The 
winters are warmer, and you 
can’t beat the labor costs.’’ 

The average wage for 
factory workers is 20 cents an 
hour in Taiwan. 

Taiwanese officials have 
said they would be honored 
to have the world’s greatest 
city visit their country. ‘‘We 
. might even want New York to 
live here. When the com- 
munists on the mainland see 
the Trade Center here, won’t 
they be livid!”’ :

WASHINGTON--The Rea- 
gan administration dropped 
another bombshell onto the 
tense international scene today 
by moving the Russian Em- 
bassy to the outskirts of the 
nation’s capital. White House 
Deputy Press Secretary Larry 
Speakes denied that the new 
residence for Soviet diplomats 
is a large dumpster. 

“The somewhat inelegant 
appearance of the new em- 
bassy reflects our concern with 
balancing the budget,’”’ said 
Speakes, ‘‘and does not reflect 
a low estimation of the Soviet 
-ambassador.’’ 

The move, the latest in a 
series of restrictions imposed 
on Soviet diplomats residing in 
the U.S., provoked an angry 
reaction from Moscow.
